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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-19 are currently pending in the instant application. 

I. Priority 

This application is a 371 of PCT/GB03/04734, filed on November 3, 2003, which 
claims benefit of Foreign Application UNITED KINGDOM 0225701 .2, filed on November 
4, 2002. 

II. Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on November 29, 2005 is 
in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information 
disclosure statement has been considered by the examiner. 

III. Rejections 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the 

steps. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted steps are: the necessary steps disclosed in 

the specification that are used in the preparation of 2,6-diamino-4,5,6,7-tetrahydro- 

benzothiazole (See page 3). A claim cannot make a reference to the specification. 
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IV. Objections 

Claims 1,2,8, and 19 objected to because of the following informalities: in 
claim 1 , the term "cyclobexanone" is misspelled and the correct spelling is 
"cyclohexanone". In claims 1,2, and 19, the term "benzthiazole" is misspelled and the 
correct spelling is "benzothiazole". In claim 8, the term "temperatured" is misspelled and 
the correct spelling is "temperature". In claim 19, the term "synthesing" is misspelled, 
the correct spelling is "synthesizing". Appropriate correction is required.
